No Originality 

PROTESTED vigorously 

againat her indictment, but 
in the end I had to admit that 
salads do not: figure in the aver- 
age British menu as frequently 
as they might, nor aro they very 
exciting fare when they do ap- 
pear. 

I therefore listened with In- 
terest to the tips my American 
friend gave me regarding some 
of the salads served in her coun- 
try. These I want to pass on to 
you now, and also to give a few 
excellent recipes from . other 
countries for salads which will 
make novel and attractive addi- 
tlons to the light Junches and 
suppers which are always so 
popular in this country in the 
warmer weather. 

The American cook, for in- 
stance, uses chopped nut meats 
freely in many of her mixtures. 

A simple potato salad com-

Food Of The

food is sawdust, water, and alr, 
Destroy or run short of all the old 
foods and Dr. Scoles and his fel- 
low-scfentists claim that they 
could produce from those three 
elements food fit for human con- 
sumption. : 


From sawdust and sulphuric 
acid can be produced n ‘sticky, 
sweet syrup, something like corn 
molasses. Ment substitute has 
actually been manufactured ftom 
alr nnd sawdust. And by putting 
glycerine, fungus, and patafin in- 


to the sawdust syrup'a neat imito-}. 


tion of butter and lard results. 
Professor Scoles would under- 
tnke to satisfy almost every taste 
by artificial means—except the 
taste of those who insist on pota- 
toes. Those cannot be manufac- 
tured synthetically. Anothor re- 
searcher, Dr. Friedrich Bergius, 
of Berlin, has alrendy produced 75 
parts of foodstuffs for cattle out 
of an hundred parts of dry wood, 
and. he maintains that it will bo 
possible to make oven 
edible. 


However, it 
necessary to think of diners in 
the lean years ahead whispering 
politely: “Would: you mind pass- 
ing the wood pulp?” or “Yes, a 
little moro straw, if you plense.” 
Surely tho exports, if these syn- 
thetic products become necessary, 
will be able to camouflage them as

£50,000,000 and also to extend the 
scope in several particulars. 


POST OFFICE NEEDS 


Tho second resolution was for 
the purpose of authorising 
Post Office to borrow up to £35,- 
000,000 for the development of 
telephone, telegraph and postal

In describing the progress 
which necessitated ‘fresh borrow- 
Ing, the Postmaster-General refer- 
red to the success of the conces- 
sion introduced last October by 
which the first fifty calls each 
quarter are not charged to the 
subscribers’ account.

HE visit of Mr. Carter last week to address the Rotary Club 
and the League of Nations Society on‘behalf of the Institute 
of Pacific Relations passed with almost’ ag‘ little comment as the 
discussion at the Imperial Conference raised by the Prime Minis- 
ter of Australia on the suggestion of a Pacific Pact, but the sub- 
jects discussed dovetail into each other, and are just those on

worthy of consideration. Mr. Carter told us that the Institute had- 


come to the conclusion that it was impossible to understand the 
clash of national ambitions without knowing the internal condi- 
tions of the countries concerned, and as that is just what we find 
elsewhere and in history there is ‘no reason why it should not be 
accepted as the starting point of any study of the Oriental pro- 
blem. We may also accept his statement that the whole valua 
of such discussions as were recently held at the Yosemite Valley 
convention lay in the fact that none of the delegates were official 
representatives. How could it be otherwise? Every Govorn- 
ment is the resultant of traditions and interdsts that are opposed 
to each other, but which have to be combined into at least the 
semblance of unity, of which the official view is the organ. <A 
student is concerned with the forces and their growing or:fading 
ascendancy.

Tho first problem of politics is 
a theological one, what is God? 
And tho answer, so far as man’s 
political existence is concerned, 
is, God is what He commands. To 
the Christian that is summed up 
in Christ's affirmation that all the 
Jaw is ono law, “Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God and thy nelghbour 
as thyself.” 


Historically, and in immediate 
human experience, this law is 
found -to be very difficult to fulfil. 
It is not often that men have had 
a neighbour. like Jesus; yet even 
the men who did, and who might 
have been expected to love him, 
failed signally to do so. They 
could ‘not watch one hour with 
him, and then after a while they 
forsook him and fled; and again a 
Httle ‘wHile and Peter denied him 
thrice, Peter‘could not ‘love even 
the Master, as himself, how then 
could he love his neighbour? 
Peter's whole life was ao struggle 
in learning to love his neighbour, 
and the measure of ‘his success 
was contained in his knowledge of 
aa universal claim to God’s 
ove. 


The Difficulty -. — 
To-day 


That was “once upon a time” 


‘Tatmost, but what of to-day? No 


matter how knowledge and -dis- 
covery have changed the appcar- 
ance of life, the political truth of 
Christianity remains unaltered, 
and tho difficulty of: loving one’s 
neighbour fs: still os'groat, but the 
source of ‘powor to do‘ so fs still 
Tho “‘kernol of the 


seo our neighbour; or if wo see 
ourselves truly how can wo help 
from seoing our. neighbour truly? 


1 do not pretend for one mo- 
ment that this ia all that is con- 
tained in Christ's command, but it 
in conential to it, because ft com- 
pels some vision of the world and’ 
of mankind os n living whole. We 
aro ail, like -leaves on a tree, In- 
dividuals, and unique, yet all re- 
lated to some thing greater—the 
Tree of Life. Our capacities, our 
virtues and our vices, thorofore, 
aro not our own. Just as we 
would never dream of imputing to 
a flower responsibility for its 
frailty, so we cannot. impute to 
ourselves any credit for our own 
qualities after we have become 
fully conscious men. And that Is 
what it means to become fully 
conacious men and women; It 
means that we put the credit and 
the responsibility for ouraclves 
back where it belongs. 


Human Equality 


Where does it belong? To God, 
to Life, to Nature: it doesn’t mat- 
ter which namo a man uses, pro- 
vided he means what Jesus meant 
by “God”. That he docs mean 
that is proven by his acts and.-his 
attitude alone. Thoy reveal with 
infallible accuracy the nature of 
his vision of his fellows. He sees 
them quite simply as his equals, 
or as brothers; leaves of the same 
Tree of Life. That ia why Jesus’ 
political command, which is the 
statement of the essence of Chris- 
tlanity, Jove to God and love to 
men, is one command. It is utter- 
ly imposaible to understand our 
fundamental equality with our 
“fellows, our likenesses and our 
differences, in short, our brother- 
hood, without fecling a new sense 
of wonder and awe for the source 
of all Hfe. Tho man to whom his 
fellow man is veritably an equal, 
loves God, the man who does not 
recognise this equality does not 
love God, no matter how loud his 
protestations may be. There is no 
other way of stating this truth. 


Men have tried to evade this 
issue because they are afroid of 
Christianity, afraid of the harm 
which it will do to their self-pride. 
They have sought to evade the 
essential truth of Christianity by 
asking, docs God exist? when the 
point at Issue is, if He does, He 
must be such that men can love. 
The existence of any other kind of 
God was of no- Importance to 
Jesus. Now what Jesus meant by 
loving God is plainly revealed by 
his utterly new comparison of man 
in relation to God, with the rela- 
tion of a child to its parents. 


“Like Little 
Children” 


It is a pity that so many of the’ 
world's theologians have known 60 
Httle about children. Theology: 
and celibacy have very often gone’ 
hand in hand. The first thing: 
that we must emphasise, indeed’ 
what wo must assert, is that, 
children do not “love” their' 
parents, a8 conscious human be-

World Economic Conference 
In Late Autumn? 


‘New York, Yesterday. 
Prospects of a world economic conference in 
the late autumn or early in 1938, in conjunction 
possibly with a disarmament conference, are 
being discussed in view of the imminence of the 
arrival of M. van Zeeland, the Belgian Premier, 
on a special economic mission. — - 7 . 
“The ostensible reason for M. van Zeeland’s 
trip to the United States is the conferring of an 
honorary degree by Harvard University, but 
most of his time will be spent in Washington, 
where interviews have been arranged with Pre- 
sident Roosevelt and Mr. Cordell Hull, M. van 
Zeeland having accepted, at the request of ‘the 
British and French Governments, the task of 
determining whether the time is fortuitous for 


the calling of a world economic conference. 


Already the Belgian Premier 
has had the benefit of long talks 
with British, French, Dutch, Ger- 
man and Italian ‘Government eco- 
nomic experts, and it is under- 
stood that ho hag the benefit of 
an official momorandum on the de- 
elsiona reached in London at the 
Imperial Conference, and the Lon- 
don reaction’to the American sug- 
gestion that trade negotiations 
now proceeding between London 
and Washington should be as be- 
tween the United States and the 
Empire as o unit. 

Imperial Preference 

Despite the clear atntement in 
the House of Commons this week 
by the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, Sir John Simon, that Imper- 
jal Preference will remain invio- 
lable and that the United States 
has not sought. abandonment, 
some relaxation of the Imperial 
trade preferences and a retreat 
from the British whittling away 
of the most-fnvoured nation 
clause in other countries are ur- 
gently honed for. 

A relaxation $n Imperial pre- 
ferences {s related to the propos- 
ed Anglo-American trade ngree- 
ment. In Washington, a ‘some- 
what discouraged State Depart- 
ment seems to have ‘concluded 
that no progress can be made in 
the face of the present ‘British 
preferences. Some concession 
would help the American farmer 
and fruit grower in the British 
market. I might then be politi- 
cally feasible to Jower American 
tariffs on goods that Britons 
could supply in return for 


concessigna by Great ‘Britain. 
Other Pacts 

Such is the argument that for 
weeks one has heard In the capl- 
tal. It must not be thought, how- 
ever, that the Seeretary of State 
Hmits his vision to an Anglo- 
American Agreement. What has 
disturbed the State Department 
equally with the Empire prefer- 
ences in the damage to the most- 
fayoured-nation clause which has 
been done by the British brand of 
bilateral trade agreements. Thus 
an agreement between Britain 
and America would be ured as a 


notable means to an even greater | 


end — a means to a revived world 
trading system bared upon .the 
forgotten principle of “A fair 
field and no favour.’ To the Cob- 
denite Mr. Cordell Hull such a 
policy would preserve the demo- 
cracies from war without and 
from danger to their free institu- 
tions within. 
, President's Philosophy 

Those who rally round Mr. 
Hull include many Republicans, , 
aa well as’ old-fashioned’ Demo- 
crats who think of his policy as 
the antithesis of the President's 
economic philosophy. Such an 
opinion is based upon the view 
that freer foreign trade is a safe- 
guard of freer trade at home. 

M, van Zocland is expected to 
stay in Washington for four or 
five days. This is virtually the 
last phase of his investigation and 
on the results will depend whe- 
ther invitations are issued to, a 
now world economic conference.

NANKING SURVEY OF WORLD GOLD 
SITUATION 


The present international 
many discussions. 


gold situation has called forth, 


Tho most recent is published in the fifth issue 


of “Economic Facts,” rescarch journal of. the Department of Agri- 


cultural Economics, 


University of Nanking, and is of especial in- 


terest in that it demonstrates the connectlons between the price 
level experienced by China and the value of gold in Western coun- 


tries, and examines the major 
future value of gold. 


Tho authors, Dr. John R. Rac- 
burn and Mr. Hu Kwok-hwa, have 
used data on prices in England, 
Canada, the United States, France 
and Sweden to find tho “general 
level of basic commodity prices in 
terms of gold.” A small chart 
shows that this “world” level fell 
by 56 por cent. between Soptem- 
bor, 1929, and September, 1933, 
but that, since 1934, it has been 
rising. These significant changes 
aro explaincd on the basla of the 
world’s gold supply and the demand 
for gold on the part of central 
banks and for hoarding. The au- 
thors conclude that, at the present 
tlme; the world stocks of monetary 
gold arc sufiicient to maintain ao 
much higher level of prices in 
terms of gold, provided the world 
production ‘of basic commodities 
wero as high as in 1929 and the 
relationship between the supply of 
geld and the production of commo- 
as 
prior to the World War. In 1929, 
thero was too Httle gold to sup- 
port the prevailing price level; 
gold was undervalued. Now there 
appears to be too much gold to 
allow its value to remain so high 
and prices In terms of gold are 
raising. The rise began in 1934. 


NORMAL MOVEMENT 


The actual price levels experienc- 
ed by various countries are shown 
to be hased.on the general level of 
prices in terms of gold, but to rise 
above ‘this level, or fall below it, 
by amounts proportionate to the 
increases, or decreases, in this 
price of gold in terms of the re- 
spective currencies. This is clear 
fn the case of raising the sterling 
price of gold by about 67 per cent., 
prices in England and the United 
States were raised by approximate- 
ly these amounts, relative to the 
general level of prices in terms of 
gold. The sterling price of gold 
began to rise in Sentember, 1931, 
when pricea‘in terms of gold were 
falling rapidly., The devaluation 
was sufficient to keep prices in 


sterling comparatively level until]: 


the spiring of 1933, when stering 
was devaluated sufficiently to raise 
prices. The sterling price of gold 
has been comparatively stable since 
the spring of 1936. The U.S. dollar 
price of gold began to rise in April, 
1938, at a time when prices in 
terms of gold wero not falling 
rapidly. The devaluation was suf- 
ficiont to cause a‘ big advance in 
the dollar prices of basle commodi- 
ties. The dollar price of gold has 
been constant since February, 
1934. 


CHINA’S PRICES 


In the case of China, conditions 
were different in'that, until Octo- 
ber, 1934, the yuan price of gold 
was determined by the gold valuo 
of silver, but the same principles 
appear to have held true. Between 
1929 and 1931, the yuan price of 


gold more than doubled and prices| _ 


in terms of yuan rose by a correa- 
pondihg amount, relative to the 
falling world level of prices in 
terms of gold. The currency re- 
form of November, 1935, caused a 
further advanco in the yuan price 
of gold and thereby raised prices 
in China, relative to the. rising level 
of prices in. terms of gold. 
is considered to be the cause of 
the spectacular ‘rise of commodity 
prices which China hns witnessed 
during the last twenty months.

RECENT CONTROVERSY
